in traffic accidents.

that time. 
Russia charged two weeks ago 
in a note to the Western Allies 
that the Berlin air corndors origi­ 
nally were meant only for Allied 
military traffic. The note said the 
corridors were being abused by 
civilian planes bringing in “pro­ 
vocative” persons. 


East German officials also have 
charged in the past two weeks

The 1947 Soviet document de­ 
scribed 1945 meetings of the Al­ 
lied Control Council for Germany 
which set up the air corridors and | 
in which 
Russia participated. 
The document said: ” A decision 
was 
taken 
after 
quadripartite 
agreement had been reached, to 
allot three air corridors for un­ 
restricted 
flights 
by 
Allied 
air 
craft over the Soviet zone of oc-1 
cupation in Germany.” 
U.S. officials said 
that while 
this 
did not 
specifically 
say 
•‘civilian airrraft” it 
was clear 
that 
the whole document 
con­ 
cerned civilian air travel. 
At 
that 
time, 
the three Allies 
all were operating civilian flights 
to 
Berlin, 
and were squabbling 
with Russia over adding civilian 
flights of other countries. Russia 
said no.

Although an imman**lv wealthy

night clubs and possessor of a 
showplace hom e, in R i° he seeks 
to create the image of himself as 
a country boyt> 
He once «aid'“ there is no room 
for communism in Brazil. ’ but 
he has accented Communist po­ 
litical support and has been ac­ 
cused of coddling them »o the la­ 
bor unions from which he draws 
his chief suonort. 
Shortlv before leaving for a vis­ 
it to the United State*, he said: 
“ We are against the Commu­ 
nists and we fieht them. But to 
fight them effectively we have to 
eive m ore to the peoole than the 
prom ise.” 
And it was aooarentlv to carry 
out this philosophy while serving 
as vice president under President 
Jusce’ioo Kubitschek that he be­ 
cam e a prim e mover for the suc­

It is a controversial position for 
Denys who in 48 yesrs or soldier­ 
ing won a reputation for vigorous 
defense of his country's laws and 
constitution and his firm belief in 
civilian rule. 
It was he who in 1955 blocked 
an attempt to preven’ Kubitschek 
from taking the office he had won 
in

elections. 
Prominently 
aligned also with Kubitschek in 
that f trht was General and then 
War Minister Henrique Teixeira 
Lott. 
Now both Lott, who is under a-- 
rest. 
and 
Kubitschek 
have de­ 
clared themselves 
for Goulart s 
legal succession, in opposition to 
Denys. 
It is an unhappv situation for 
Brazil, a countrv with an enviable 
record for stability and inward 
peace. 
Whatever his motives. Quatfro^ 
did his countrymen no favor when 
without real explanation he de 
serted his office.

Americans Are 


Shifting Their 


Values Upward

MENLO PARK. Calif. (UPI) - 
Status symbols . . . togetherness 
. . . conformity. 
These catchwords often used to 
describe modern American soci­ 
ety m ay be obsolete before the 
end of the sixties. 
A study by the Stanford Re­ 
Institute indicates that the values 
of Americans are shifting radical­ 
ly — and upward — as middle 
<ind upper income groups expand. 
Researchers list a number of 
ireas of shifting values, begin­ 
ning 
with 
self-betterment. 
This 
qoal 
has 
most frequenily 
been 
sought in the past decade by ac­ 
quiring status symbols of “ suc- 
s.” These have usually been 
material, such as fancy automo- 
' des. 
But 
SRI 
researchers say the 
!960s will see the probable em er­ 
gence of a large, prosperous pace 
etting group of families who will 
reject materialism. 
“To 
them, 
status 
attainment 
hrough consumption will be so 
easy as to be pointless,” SRI re­ 
ported. 
“ Rather, they are likely to turn 
to intellectual activities, to exper- 
mentation and variety in exper­ 
ience, to work in the public in­ 
terest. and to the pursuit of excel­ 
lence in general.” 
In the new decade the strong 
accent on “the family” that has 
developed since World War II will 
be heightened even more. More 
money and more time will be giv­ 
en to family-centered activities. 
“ The uniqueness and independ­ 
ence of family members m ay be 
more stressed. Also, this attitude 
suggests that women and children 
will have more to say about how 
money and time are spent.” 
Along with family values, there 
will be a growing emphasis on 
recreation and leisure.

More and more housewives will 
work, seek higher education and 
achieve equal footing with m en in 
all fields.
